Replying to Republican floor leader

bare &* the prospective state of the 
weather without precipitating a row, 


his extreme adherents swearing that 
there never has been such a weather 
prophet on earth since Adam 
and 


Eve were driven from the garden of 
Eden 
with flaming swords from 


Paradise, 
and his extreme enemies' 


vociferating that he "knows no more 
about the we'ather than does a ground 
hog." 


As" to himself, Clark said he always 


had and would continue to support 
Roosevelt when right an'd fight h'im 
tooth and nail when wrong 
What- 


ever his faults and his virtues, how- 
ever Clark asserted that the President 
was not a, Democrat, "for Democracy 
means the least amount of govern- 
ment the people can get along with, 
while Republicanism means the great- 
est amount of government the people 
will stand," and Roosevelt was the 
apostle of Republicanism. 


Turning to the (Republicans 
he 


asked how the "big wigs" of that par- 
ty liked Roosevelt.

For years Republicans have clam- 


ored for a primary election law that 
irould guarantee an honest primary 
contest, and in the very first attempt 
of their party to hold a state primary 


marks the candidate. The two candi- 
dates having received the highest and 
the next to the highest vote shall be 
the nominees. Other candiuates may 
be added to the ballot later, by peti- 
tion, but none may be placed on the 
ballot who has been a candidate at 
tlu» primaries. 
Under this plan the 


two candidates selected at 
the pri- 


maries might belong to-the same po- 
litical party and thus the selection of 
an official would resolve itself Into 
a mere question of 
preference be- 


tween men, in which political party 
affiliation had 
no 
influence. 
This 


looks good theoretically, but it is safe 
to bet jour head against a doughnut 
that it will not be incorporated into 
the bill.

TO STOP DECEPTION IN WOOD 


Bureau of Identification Established by 


the Government. 


It Is doubtfu^ if any of the labora- 


tories maintained by the government 
for soientlliv research are more unique 
in character and yet bear promise of 
more Important results than one which 
Las recently been established In Wash- 
ington by the United States forest serv- 
ice for Investigating the structure of 
commercially Important \vo*ds, says a 
bulletin of the forest service. Laymen 
will not understand the significance of 
the proposed investigations carried on 
in this laboratory so quickly as archi- 
tects, builders and other wood users 
who in these days of growing scarcity 
of the more valuable woods are seri- 
ously perplexed in Identifying substi- 
tutes. Mistakes of this kind in identi- 
fication have in several instances meant 
the loss of thousands of dollars and 
many embarrassing lawsuits. 


Nearly any user of lumber can recog- 


nize and name offhand all the usual 
trees of the forest when he sees them 
growing, aud not much difficulty is 
encountered in Identify ing the com- 
mon kind of lumber In a mill yard, be- 
cause he knows the few trees from 
which the yard lumber comes. But 
common kinds are growing scarce, and 
woods not often cut heretofore are ap- 
pearing, in the markets. The most ex- 
perienced men are sometimes puzzled 
when they try to identify them, aud 
persons with less experience have still 
more trouble. Is a certain wood gum 
or elm? Is another cucumber, linn or 
poplar? Is a stick sugar maple or red 
maple? Doubts may arise whether a 
piece is hemlock or spruce or whether 
it is lodgepole pine or fir or whether a 
shingle is cypress or cedar. A dealer 
may buy red oak and suspect that n 
is getting something else. There an 
thirty or more important species of 
oak. 
The best lumber dealer might not 


know which is which in the lumber 
pile, or if he knows he might not know 
haw to prove it 


Many of these woods look alike, even 


to the trained eye of the mill man or 
the builder, and yet they are widely 
different in value for certain purposes, 
and it is of the greatest importance to 
be able to distinguish them quickly 
and certainly. 
Again, a new wood 


may come to a man's notice for the 
first time, and it may be necessary for 
him to decide \vhat it is and what it is 
Tvorth. 


The government has been helping in- 


dividual lumber users for some time, 
but the facilities have not been near 
so complete as they are now. It is to 
meet such needs and answer such 
questions that the forest service has es- 
tablished the laboratory and placed it 
in charge of a trained dendrologist. 
Architects, lumbermen, manufacturers 
and makers of woodware are already 
sending in samples' of wood for iden-

More lumber was cut lu the United 


States last year 
than In any other 


your lu its history. 
The. enormous 


amount ol' 37,550,73C board feet 
produced, and the mill value of jthls 
was $621,151,388. 
In addition, there 


were produced 11,858,200,^00 shingles, 
valued at $24,155,555, and 3,812,807,- 
000 lath, valued at $11,4»0;«70. On the 
whole It is safe to say that t'he pres- 
ent annual lumber cut of the United 
States approximates 40 billion 
feet, 


and 'that the total mill value of the 
lumber, lath and shingles each year 
produced is not* less than $700,000,- 
000. 
These figures give some idea of 


how vast is the lumber industry and 
how great is the demand for its pro- 
ducts. 


A glance at the kinds of lumber 


produced shows very clearly the pass- 
ing of 'White pine and oak, one the 
greatest softwood and the other the 
greatest hardwood which the 
forest 


has eveV grown. Since 1S99 the cut 
of white pine has fallen off more than 
40 per cent, while that of white oak 
has fallen off more than 36 per cent. 
Today yellow pine leads all

Since 1899 the 
cut of Douglas fir has increased ISC 
per cent.

The accident happened at the noon 


hour Wednesday.
